Mexico City, Mex., Nov. S. — The 
Mexican cabinet, if is declared here, 
has decided to support General Huerta 
unqualifiedly in defiance of the Ameri­ 
can demand that he give up the pro­ 
visional presidency and to prepare for 
war with the United States.

A meeting of the cabinet was held.
